a hanger strip comprising: 

a top portion having a first and second end, 

an elongated first downwardly-extending portion having a first and a second end 
and attached at its first end to the first end of the top portion and arranged at a 
right angle relative to the top portion, the first downwardly extending portion 
having at its second end a plurality of vertically separated recesses disposed on 
the second end of the first downwardly-extending portion, and 
a second downwardly-extending portion comprising a first and a second end 
which is attached at its first end to the second end of the top portion, and is
